My dear Falconer, 


I was very glad indeed to be in touch with you again, 
and shall be delighted to be of any service in the matter of which 
you wrote. I have been doing my best to get what information I 
covld about your man. The difficulty is that the people who 
know him, and whom I know, are probably the people who have 
already sent you testimonials. I have spoken to.Professor Curtis, 
Professor J. Arthur Thomson, and Professor Baill#@. They are all 
quite unanimous about him, and I am struck with the fact that 
they atl spoke very spontaneously. I think one can draw one's 
wn inferences from the tone of such conversations almost as much 
as from the words, and there was no doubt at all as to the tone, 
any more than as to the words. It was extremely warm and friend- 
ly. They all say that he is an exceptionally good man; that his 
intellectual qualities and acquirements are very good, and that he 
gets on with men. I gather too that he is honestly and deeply 
interested in practical social reform. I think that there is 
really something more here than friendship and the desire to push 
a young fellow's chances. Thomson was peculiarly warm in speaking 
about him. After our conversation, I looked again at your letter, 
and saw that you laid emphasis on initiative and organising 
ability,and I wrote to Thomson, and asked definitely about these 
qualities. He replied, and I think that that rather enhanced what 
he had otherwise said, that that was a matter on which he really 
could not speak,.as he had not tested him in that particular way, 
but he referred me to Baillgg, whose assistant he had been. I 
thereupon sought out BaillegZ, asked him cenerally about MacIver, 
and in particular emphasised this point. He tolu me that MacIver 
had been his assistant for some years, and he spoke in similar terms 
about him as had Curtis and Thomson, and on the point of organising 
ability and initiative, he said that he believed that MacIver was 
very competent. I said, by way of chaff, and also with some desire 
to press matters further, that it was really very difficult to get 
an individual picture of MacIver, his friends were so eulogistic 
about him. Bailleg replied, quite fairly, to the general effect 
that of course no man was perfect, and that no doubt MaclIyer had 
his limits, but that to dwell on these would be to give a quite 
unfair picture of the man as he was. I was struck with 
Bailley's genuine interest in him, for he is not indiscriminately 
amiable by any means, although he will atand staunchly by a sound 
man, and it says a good deal fp your man that after 4?yvearé intimacy 
ee him, he should speak so warmly about him.

My undergraduate work was done at McMaster 
University, from which I graduated in 1910. Honor 
Mathematics and Physics were my main subjects during 
the first two years; thereafter Honor Economics, to- 
gether with Sociology and Education received chief 
attention. 


My graduate work was done at the University 
of Chicago, in the Departments of Political Economy 
( Major ) and Sociology ( Minor ). I received the de- 
gree of Dr. in the spring quarter of 1914. The class 
room work was divided between two main fields, the 
“Industrial Field" covering eoweséne such courses as 
Economic History, Trusts, Banking, Corporation Finance, 
Railway Transportation, and Railway Rates, and Leg- 
islation, also Trade and Tariffs; and the"Sociological 
Field" covering such courses as, statistics, labor prob- 
lems, charities, social legislation, social origins 
and theory.
